Bicycles, motorcycles and horse-dravm vehicles to the value 
§4,733.00 were stolen, of which 01 • 720 ,00, or 36.34 percent, was 
recovered. 

Automobiles to the value of 5668,100.00 were stolen, of 
which property to the value of $634,141.00, or 91.92, was recovered. 
Automobiles to the number of 1,904 were reported stolen in the city, 
of which 1,750, or 91.9 percent were recovered. The total number of 
automobiles reported stolen and not recovered was 154. Autombbiles 
to the number of 31 stolen prior ,#4 Jan. 1st, 1925, were recovered. In 
addition to the above, 119 automobiles were recovered on complaints 
from other cities. I total number of 333 automobile thieves were 
arrested . 

The total number of arrests made during the year waB 29,355, 
a decrease of 5,208 as compared with the Jear 1924.
